In this ten million dollar building of 900 columns and chimney pots, American foreign policy 


has been formulated for 70 years. Now George C. Marshall, new secretary of state, is moving- out— 
amid a howl of protest from career men. Sentimental diplomats of the old school love this" old 
state department building, a Victorian hodgepodge next door to the White House. The venerable 
home of the State Department represents a baroque compromise of French neo-ciassicist ideas, 
now called "neo-gmgerbread" by AVashington cynics. Begun in 1875 and designed by A. D. Mullet, 
then architect of the treasury, the building was referred to as "Mr. Mullet's architechtural infant 
asylum" by Historian Henry Adams. Told the building was fireproof. Civil War Gen. William. Sher- 
man replied. "What a pity." Returning from a world tour Gen. U. S. Grant described it as "a 
climax of all the "curious construction" he had seen abroad. Apparently another famous general feels 
the same way about it. Marshall is taking his department to a new massive limestone building 
erected In 1941 under "modern functional designs" which housed the War Department before 
it moved to the Pentagon. Move has ben threatened since 1911, when an award was made for 
plans for a new State Department building.

-He 
called for a compulsory ''cooling 
off" period before strikes and 
lockouts and creation of an inde- 
pendent office of federal labor 
conciliator. 


leaders "Abused" Power 


The one-time Minnesota gov- 


ernor declared new national labor 
legislation is needed because union 
leaders have "abused" their power. 


But he added in his prepared 


testimony that there is "some 
danger" lest proposed 
changes 


might "so weaken labor that the 
result would be injurious not only 
to labor but to our free economy 
as a. whole." 


Part of Stassen's criticism, was 


directed: at bills introduced by 
•Senator Ball, (R-Minn), the man 
he named to the senate in 1940. 


The former governor hit out 


specifically at provisions of"those 
measures which would;outlaw in- 
dustry-wide 
bargaining, 
permit 


employers to obtain injunctions to 
stop strikes, and forbid .'mainten- 
ance of membership clauses in con- 
tracts.

'Independent Conciliation 


Stassen, who announced his .can- 


didacy for tlie Republican presi- 
dential nomination last December, 
proposed that the U. 5. ..concilia- 
tion be separated from the Labor 
department and that the president 
appoint the chief of the new office; 
This would make for "an atmos- 
phere of neutrality," Stassen said. 


He also advocated legislation re- 


quiring- these steps before a strike 
or lockout could take plate: 


Piling of a notice with .the Con- 


ciliation office stating;- (1) the 
existance of a dispute, (2) the is-- 
sues and (3) \ that mo agreement 
had been reached after at least 
10 days of negotiation.

The Conciliation • office, then 


would call the parties together to 
negotiate further for at least 30 


days. If no settlement was reach 
ed, the last offer of managcmen 
would be voted on by the workers 
themsch'eg_ to decide whether to 
accept or strike.

—Charles M. Dickinson, 


Our No. 1 Health Problem 
Most of us tend to regard heart 


disease as a personal and private 
affliction a tragic thing which 
strikes at a youngster or a family 
bread-winner, a painful and com- 
mon 
companion of 
advancing 


years. 
What we often fail to 


realize is that heart disease con- 
stitutes this country's greatest 
health problem. 
. Because of this the American 
Heart association, an organization 
of doctors ^specializing in heart 
disease, has'overcome the medical 
profession's customary reticence 
and launched a campaign to ac- 
quaint America with the facts. The 
result is the first National Heart 
Week, Feb. 9-15. 


This is not a fund-raising drive, 


though funds are urgently needed. 
^As late as 1944, money spent on 
research'in heart disease amountec 
only to 17 cents for each death 
the disease caused, as against an 
expenditure of $2.18 for cancer, 
and 5502 for "infantile paralysis.) 
The purpose of Natibnal_ Heart 
Week is to "inform/ 


The statistics which the Heart 


association hag compiled are ap- 
palling. Heart disease is the lead- 
ing fatal disease among children 
from 10 to 15. It causeB nearly 
half the deaths of persons over 
45. Its crippling effects result 
in enormous .economic losses. Yet 
there are^ immediate steps that 
can be taken, in addition to the 
necessary long-range programs of 
education/and research. 


needs to bo taught why heart dis- 
ease Is our primary health prob- 
lem, and what can be done aboul 
Itl Its community "as well as, in- 
dividual aspects must be recogniz- 
ed. Further, there'is need for bet- 
ter postgraduate facilities to train 
,more doctors as specialists .in this 
disease. 
, 


Lastly, there is research. Re- 


cent progress has b<!en ma.de in 
checking two of the five basic 
-heart, diseases. Better and more 
general treatment of gyphillis has 
reduced the prevalence of syphil- 
itic heart disease. 
And surgery 


has been effective in some cases 
of cogenital heart disease. 
But 


the cause and prevention of high 
blood pressure, hardening- of the 
arteries and rheumatic fever re- 
main to be discovered. 


It is not impossible that these 


causes and preventions will one day 
be "found. But it will require time 
and facilities and a skilled army 
of scientists to attack the prob- 
lem. And tliat takes money. We 
hope that philanthropic organiza- 
tions will become more aware of 
their opportunity to assist this 
work. And when and if the pub- 
lic is asked to help, we are sure 
that it will respond as generously 
as it has in campaigns against 
other diseases.

Wafer Diversion 
Study Group Will 


Meet Downstate 


Chicago. Feb. 7—(AP) 
— A 


committee appointed t>y Governor 
Dwight H. (Jreen to study the 
effects of increased water diver- 
sion from Lake Michigan into the 
Illinois waterway decided yester- 
day to hold hearings downstate 
within one month. 


At the initial meeting of the 


five^man 
committee. 
Chairman 


Anthony A. Olis. said an increase 
in the diversion rate, fixed at 
1.500 cubic feet per seconc by 
the U. S. Supreme court in IPiJO. 
would provide better health and 
sanitary conditions all along the 
waterway. 


Seek Adequate Supply 


The waterway, starting at the 


Chicago river's junction with Lake 
Michigan, follows a course down 
the Des Plaines river into the Il- 
linois river, thence into the Mis- 
sissippi river at Grafton. 


Thomas B. Casey, chief state 


waterway engineer and another 
member of the committee, said 
he believed the committee's prob- 
lem was "to 
get an adecmate 


amount of water into the water- 
way for navigation, health, sani- 
tation, recreation and communi- 
ty use." 


Would Aid Agriculture 


"But." he added, "the problem 


must be studied so that we're 
asking for proper diversion, which 
would be -an aid to agriculture 
rather than a hindrance." 


Another 
committee 
ine;r.ber. 


Ralph Morgan of Peoria, told the 
group that ttonie of the downstate 
communities hacl an .entirely dif- 
ferent view of the diversion prob- 
lem than the committee, particu- 
larly Peoriu. He said that it was 
generally believed that increused 
diversion would mean Increased 
pollution.

Feeding the Five Thousand 


Scripture: John 6 


BY WILLIAM K. CJ1LROY, W. D. 


The feeding- of a 
multitude of 


-five thousand people with five bar- 
ley loaves and two small fishes is 
among the most amazing stories of 
all time. 


Miracles of healing, both ancient 


and modern, are easily believed, 
for we are 
familiar with many 


manifestations 
of the 
power of 


mind over matter, and there is al- 
ways the question of exact and au- 
the'ntic 
medical, diagnosis. 
But 


miracles like this one—those that 
involve an overcoming of physical 
laws are very .hard for some real- 
istically-minded people to accept. 
Some find it easy to -believe on 


the authority of Scriptures, others, 
doubting Thomases, do not find be- 
lief so easy. Will those who have 
no difficulty believing in the mir- 
acles pardon me while I address a 
few words to those who do? 


First of all. we should never al- 


low any doubts we may have to 
affect our faith in Jesus as moral 
and spiritual Master and Saviour. 
It is not belief in miracles that 
saves, but belief in Christ as Sav- 
iour and Redeemer. 


Secondly, there is little value in 
trying to rationalize the miracles. 
If we could "explain" them, they 
would no longer be miracles. 
The notion, for example, that in 


this feeding of the five thousand 
what happened was that many 
people besides the small boy had 
brought provisions, and followed 
his example in producing them, is 
absurd in view of tli* plain iccord. 
More intelligible is the suggestion 
that it would have been amazing if 
storiejj of great wonder-working 
power had not become associated 
with the ministrv of Jesus. 


The remarkabi.- thing about the 


miracles recorded in the Gospels is 
tiiat almost without exception the 
physical -miracles, coirespond to 
the 
spiritual mission of .Jesus. 


They are miracles 6f feeding, heal- 
ing, life-giving, symbolic of Jesus 
the Bread of Life. Jesus the Healer 
of Souls, and 
Jesus the 
Saviour 
and Redeemer, giving to men the 
now birth. 
How much are we living in the 
spirit of this miracle of,the feeding 
of the five thousand? 
In a world in which millions are 


starving- or sadly ill-nourished, we 
have the resources to do today a 
greater work of feeding even than 
that resulting from the miraculous 
increase of the little lad's loaves 
and fishes. 
Would that strong nations and 


people might use in the Master's 
name the magnificent facilities of 
production, 
transportation, 
and 


distribution they possess

Stallers, Are Not Alone 


Guilty

With several countries insisting 


that they cannot move toward dis- 
armament until they know what 
is being done toward collective 
security through the United Na- 
tions military 
committee, 
that 


group, and particularly its Rus- 
sian members, are taking a lam- 
basting for inactivity. 


Sir Alexander Cadogan, British 


delegate, is demanding a report 
"showing exactly how and why" 
the committee has been obstruct- 
ed. Sir Alexander is believed to 
be acting under instructions from 
Foreign Secretary Bevin, who is 
reported much discouraged over 
progress toward a U. N. military 
force. The inference is that-some 
delegation within the committee 
is recalcitrant and, since one of 
the western 
powers 
asks the 


question, that delegation must be 
' the Russian. *• 


Others Like Russians 


But that isn't the complete 


truth. 
The Russians did delay. 


Between March and 
September, 


their "statement 
of 
principles" 


which-the committee had asked of 
all members. When they did pre- 
sent it, they were criticized for 
"not saying anything." 


A careful investigation has fail- 


ed to reveal where any of the 
others "said 
anything" • either, 


when they reported in. April, but 
the Russians got the blame and it 
lias clung to them. 


Since September, however, the 


committee's 
stalling 
has 
been 


unanimous. 
The truth is that, 


lacking directives from the secur- 
ity council, the military men have 
no means of knowing where they 
are going or what they're supposed 
to do when they get there. 


There's a situation in the U. N. 


which produces stalling- in the 
whole security field for the time 


;_ "being. 


Task Impossible Now 


The security council, of course, 


is not charged with making peace, 
but "with enforcing whatever peace 
is handed to it by the foreign 
ministers council, which, is itself a 
long way from the end of its jobi. 
The military committee is charged 
with recommending to the secur- 
ity council the force it will need 
to police whatever peace is finalry 
agreed upon. To expect it to act 
at this point is like asking a mili- 
tary staff to prepare for war-in 
a country of which it has never 
ieard, of which no maps are avail- 
able. 


The committee has been work- 


ing behind ait elaborate screen of 
secrecy, 'tout some of its activities 
are known, even though one dele- 
gation, (the Russian) once quit 
speaking to another for a week 
because of a relatively minor leak. 


Wo general agreements have

Rush Their Work 


Washington, Feb. 7—(AP) — 


Sitting outside Washington — if 
you haven't been following the 
news closely — you may tKink: 


What about less talk and a little 


more action from congress? Vhy 
doesn't it do something? 


Congress came back to Wash- 


ington a month ago, talking about 
cutting taxes and putting curbs 
on labor unions. 


It's still talking. It hasn't passed 


one lav/ on unions and .it 'hasn't 
cut taxes one penny. 


But the answer is simple: If 


congress is going to pass any 
laws that mean anything, it had 
better talk about them first. 


Take labor laws, for example: 
When congress opened in Jan- 


uary, the capital jumped with talk 
about curbing unions. 


Many Causes of Delay 


Every day. it seemed, everyone 


and his brother popped up with 
bunches of bills to take away the 
power of unions. 


There are good reasons w h y 


congress couldn't act in a rush 
on all, or any, of those bills. 


1. Each bill represented just one 


congressman's ideas. Those ideas 
needed to be examined. 


2. To do an intelligent job, con- 


gress needed time to find out 
what organized labor, business and 
other people thought should be 
done. 


3. Instead of acting hot-head- 


edly, congress needed time to think 
about the full effect of those bills 
before making them into laws. 


So all the labor 
bills w e r e 


dumped into the House and Sen- 
ate Labor committees, which have 
started hearings. 


The men who wrote the bills, 


businessmen, union leaders and 
others all will be going-'before the 
committees to say what they think 
should, or shouldn't, be done. 


May Last Five Weeks 


This will go on rnaybe another 


five weeks. 


Then the committee members 


will get together, go over the bills 
and the testimony of the wit- 
nesses, and agree on one or more 
bills. 


Then they'll send them to the 


house and seriate for a vote, Those 
bills, whether they're passed or 
not, at least will have had some 
thought put into them. 


And—before voting on them — 


the full congress will have had 
time to do some calm thinking. 


Big Job Js'ext Spring 


Some of the top Republicans 


came back in January, full of talk 
about cutting Income taxes 20 
per cent for everyone. 


But that would have meant a 


big cut for the rich men and a 
tiny cut for the poor men. 


When they had time to realize
